SURVEY REPORT 

In compliance with Title 865, Article 1.1, Rule 12, Section 1 through 29 of the Indiana 
Administrative Code, the following is a summary of observations made during the performance 
of this survey. 

1. The purpose of this project was to prepare a Boundary Survey of a five acre part of the 
Southwest Quarter of Section 29, Township 10 North, Range 1 East in Monroe County, Indiana. 
We were provided a copy of a Quit claim Deed recorded as Instrument Number 2000011428, 
which was used for identification of the subject real estate. We also received a copy of a deed to 
Allen D. Fulmer together with a survey for the parcel lying to the east of the subject parcel. 

2. Reference monuments were the corners of the Northwest quarter of the Southwest quarter of 
Section 29. There were no reference ties available for the corners of the quarter, quarter 
section from the Monroe County Surveyor's office. The corners for the adjoining survey were 
recovered and located. Then they were used as a basis of locations in the preparation of this 
survey. Shiloh Road was also located and used as a basis for the preparation of the survey for 
the five acre parcel. 

3. Existing survey markers were found along the east side of the subject real estate. Along the 
east side a 3/4 inch diameter iron pipe with a plastic cap was found at the apparent 25 foot 
tight-of-way and near the northeast corner. The capped pipe near the northeast corner was 1.4 
feet south and 0.8 foot east of the caclulated location. A 5/8 inch diameter rebar with a yellow 
plastic cap (embossed with "Site Line - S0304") was set 25 feet north of the southwest corner 
along the west line, at the northwest corner and along the north line as indicated on the drawing. 

4. Occupation aiong the south side consisted of the improvements for Shiloh Road. An existing 
or proposed 25 foot right-of-way was assumed along the north side of the centerline. There was 
no visible evidence of occupation along the west or north sides of the subject real estate. A 
neighboring driveway was east of the east line. 

5. Neighboring deeds were reviewed for consistency. There were no title inconsistencies found. 

6. Relative positional accuracy for this survey is consistent with the requirement for the 
classification of Urban Survey as established in the above referenced I.A.C. 1-12-7 (0.07 foot 
plus 50 parts per million). 
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
